Variegated form - Paulette Goddard. 


*PROF. C. S. SARGENT (OR): 
Crimson flowers of peony form, excellent grower and early bloomer. 
One of the hardiest. 


*ROOSEVELT BLUES: 
Purple red. Large, semi-double. Vigorous compact, upright growth. M 


ROSEA SUPERBA: 
Flowers and foliage very closely resembles Mathotiana, but they are 


a deeper pink in color. 


ROSSA SUPERBA VARIEGATED (Margaret Sandusky): 
Variegated form of Rosea Superba -— deep rose, pink spotted white. M-L 


*TINSIE: 
Red outer guard petals and white peony center, Medium anemone form. 
Vigorous upright growth. M. 


*TOKI-NO-HAGASANE (Bessie Morse Bellingrath): 
Large semi-double flesh pink. M 


*VILLE DE NANTES: 
The number 1 Camellia of America. Extra large; semi-double; most 
blooms red with white stripes and splotches. There is an occasional 
solid red flower; some flowers are mostly white. A seedling of 
Donckelarii. 


VIRGIN'S BLUSH: 
White flushed faintest pink, medium rose form double. 
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%*AUDUSSON RED (The Czar): 
Very large semi-double red with heavy textured petals. 


*BERENICE BODDY: 
Light pink with deeper pink under petals. Medium large, semi- 
double. Vigorous, upright growth. M 


CAPTAIN'S MARTIN FAVORITE: 
Deep pink splotched white. Large, formal double. Slow upright, 


compact growth. M 


CHOJI-GURUMA (Sasanqua Species) 
This Sasanqua is anemoneform, rose pink, with occasional flecks of 
white. It is quite similar to a miniature Prof. Sargent, but a good 
bit lighter in color and is fragrant. Growth is slender, slow, very 
nice, new.

DR. TINSLEY: 
This variety blooms freely following hard frost. It does not flower 
heavily while young. This incomplete double variety has white ground 
color with a pink blush getting progressively darker toward the outer 
edges of the petals. 


*DONCKELARII SOUTHERN: 
Solid red form flowers predominating medium sized. M 


FINLANDIA F.N. (Pink Glory): 
Light rose-pink. Iarge, loose semi-double. Medium loose, upright 


growth. M 


FRED SANDER (Fimbriata Superba): 
Crimson, large, semi-double with curled fimbriated petals. Vigorous, 


upright, compact growth. M-L

White, large, formal doubly vigorous, semi-upright, compact growth. 


* KENNY: 
Deep rose=-pink blotched white. Large semi-double to peony form. L 


*LANG'S SPECIAL: 
Incomplete double washed pink striped darker. Pink similar La. 
Peppermint. 


LAREINE VARIANT: 
A sport of Lady Mary Cromintn; like the parent but flecked and spotted 
white. 


*(OR) MARY E.M.: 
Full double brick red. 


MARY CHARLOTTE: 
light pink. Medium large, flat anemone form. Vigorous compact, up- 
right growth. M 


MATHOTIANA (Purple Emperor; Purple Dawn): 
One of the largest flowers of rose form. ae red but as the flower 
gets older, the outer edges ss the petals tur purple. A very popu- 
lar variety. 


MINE-NO YOKI: 
Medium-sized pure white; double, the outer petals rippled towards 
the center; central petals interspread with a few stamens. Mid- 
seaso. This is a Japonica variety. 


MOLLIS MOORE DAVIS: 
Very large rose pink lightly washed with veined rose color. Full 
double. 


PAULETTE GODDARD: 
Pink. Very large semi-double. Vigorous, upright growth. 


PAULETTE GODDARD VARIANT: 
Variegated form of Paulette Goddard. 


(OR) RAINY SUNS WAI 
Flowers large, semi-double Pees din color. Foliage twisted, 
with rather narrow Leav ms while young and is hardy.

No description now. Very nice variety. 


*ROSE DAWN - (Davis): 
Deep rose=pink. Medium large, formal double. Vigorous compact, 
upright growth. M 
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SARA-SA: 
Fleshed pink dotted and stripped darker pink. Large, semi-double. 
Vigorous, upright, open growth. M 


THRIMA DALE (Sport of Mrs. Baldwin Wood): 
Very large loose peony form. Pink spotted with white. M 


*VILLE DES NANTES: 
Extra large; semi-double; most blooms red with white stripes and 
splotches. 


*VIRGINS BLUSH: 
White flushed. Faintiest pink,medium rose form double. 


*YOBEKI DORI: 
White flushed pale pink. Large, semi-double slow, compact growth. 
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WE SUGGEST THE FOLLOWING IN PLANTING CAMELLIAS IN CONTAINERS: 
1. Dig a hole about twice as deep and wide as plant ball. 


2. Mix dirt from hole: 7 parts dirt - 3 parts peat moss and 2 parts 
sand. If you have sandy soil omit the sand. If heavy soil add 
2 or 3 parts more peat moss. 


3. Loosen roots from root ball so roots will easily enter new soil 
around ball. 


L.. When finished top of soil of root ball should be 1 or 2 inches 
higher than ground. Mulch 2 or 3 inches deep with oak leaves, 
Peat Moss, pine needles or any good mulshing material. DO NOT 
PLANT TOO DEEP. 
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
